Resigns UPA Post

End of Bergsonism? 

The American League, largest 
and best organized of the various 
Bergson front groups in the U.S., 
informed The Post that the de- 
cision on disbanding would be 
made at the League’s national 
convention next month. 

The League spokesman said 
that the complete absorption of 
the Irgun into the Israeli army 
had been expected and that ne- 
gotiations between the two 
groups had been going on for 
some time. 

Pending the decision of the 
membership, the League will 
continue working for restoration 
of all of Palestine, defeat of the 
Bernadotte proposals, assisting

POSITION OF EUROPEAN JEWRY 
MUCH IMPROVED IN 5708 -UJA 


NEW YORK—The position of Jews uprooted by the Hitler 
storm has improved greatly during the past year, two United Jew- 
ish Appeal officials said, in a Rosh Hashonah report to American 
Jewry, chief provider for the DPs. 

The officials were Dr. Jonah B, Wise, national chairman of the 


UJA and vice chairman of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, 
and Edwin Rosenberg, president 
of United Service for New Ameri- 
cans. 

The tools and raw materials 
JDC has purchased and distrib- 
uted have transformed broken 
men into strong and self-res- 
pecting individuals, Dr. Wise 
said, in reporting on the JDC’s 
program for Europe’s 1,400,000 
Jews. 

He said nearly 400 children’s 
homes and other institutions 
provide care for 32,000 children 
who otherwise would be living on 
the streets. The JDC also has 
helped Jewish youngsters living 
with parents who cannot provide 
adequately for them, 

“Altogether, JDC is now aiding 
140,500 of Europe’s 184,000 Jew- 
ish children,” Dr. Wise said, 

Better Health 

He reported that from a medi- 
cal point of view “the Jews of 
Europe are far healthier than 
they were a year ago.” This was 
made possible partly by the 525 
medical and dental institutions 
which provide monthly care for 
more than 100,000 persons, Dr. 
Wise said. 

He emphasized that despite our 
best efforts, the European scene 
is not one of universal progress.” 
Changing economies and the lag 
in emptying DP camps have 
forced nearly 500,000 Jews to con- 
tinue to depend on the JDC for 
part or all of their daily food, 

Dr. Wise said that during the 
past year, JDC has assisted 120,- 
000 Jews, many of them heads of 
families to become self-support- 
ing, but the JDC has not been 
able to help all those who asked 








for such help to again become 
self-supporting. 

“A turning point has been 
reached,” he said. “Rehabilitation 
is the watchword today; in some 
parts of Europe, relief is still a 
very urgent and pressing need.” 

When They Arrive 

Reporting on what happens to 
those Jewish DPs who manage to 
emigrate to the U. S., President 
Rosenberg of the USNA said 
more than 20,000 uprooted Jews 
have come to the U. S. in the past 
12 months. 

The new task involved in that 
emigration brought an expansion 
of the work and “by the begin- 
ning of the year 5708 both the 
national agency and local com- 
munity organizations were oper- 
ating in high gear,’ Rosenberg 
said. 

“To meet the growing needs of 
the immigrants who were arriv- 
ing at the rate of nearly 2,000 
monthly, the USNA has expand- 
ed into one of the largest volun- 
tary welfare agencies in the 
country,” Rosenberg said. 

Financial assistance was a ma- 
jor need of many of the newcom- 
ers and almost 10,000 persons re- 
ceived relief from the USNA in 
New York city in the one month 
of June, 1948. Rosenberg said “re- 
lief services constituted the larg- 
est item of agency expenditure, 
amounting to more than 85 per 
cent of the total.” 

Rosenberg said that financial 
help and moral support were 
not usually needed for any long 
period of time. “Whatever else

A similar program was set up 
for the more than 1,400 rabbis, 
scholars, teachers, and other re- 
ligious functionaries, Rosenberg 
said. The USNA Business and 
Loan service granted loans of 
around $110,000 to 206 newly ar- 
rived families and individuals in 
1947 for small businesses, The 
money also was loaned for busi- 
nesses, small farms, medical 
and dental practices and tools, 
equipment and trade training. 


Care of orphans also was re- 
ported, Since May 1946, the Euro- 
pean-Jewish childrens aid, an af- 
filiate of USNA, has supported 
and arranged for the placement 
by local child care agencies 
throughout the U. S. of about 1,- 
400 orphan children.

The letter, signed by “Catholic Veteran” de- 
clared that “As if to dispel any doubts in the 
minds of men of today as to the guilt of the 
unforgettable and forever unforgiveable crime 
of nearly 2,000 years ago, representatives of the 
Jewish Nation struck again, murdering another 
Christian who was working in their interests 
and for their good, certainly not for his own.” 


“By their murderous action, they have for- 
ever removed themselves from the sympa- 
thetic consideration their drum beaters in this 
country have been trying to work up for 
them, and brought into focus their true na- 
sure and the reason they are forever shunned 
and mistrusted by the ‘non-chosen’ members 
of the human race.”

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Rabbi Cohon Explains Why Jews Cannot Accept Jesus 


BROOKLINE, Mass.—Jews could not accept 
Jesus in his lifetime as a Jewish preacher because 
he spoke in opposition to established Judaism and 
they cannot accept him today from the liberal Chris- 
tian viewpoint for equally strong reasons. 

The Jewish attitude toward the most controver- 
sial figure to issue from Jewish life is outlined by 
Dr. Beryl D. Cohon, rabbi of Temple Sinai, in a new 
book, “Judaism in Theory and Practice,” Bloch Pub- 
lishing Co. 

Dr. Cohon agrees that the question “why did the 
Jews reject Jesus?” is a logical and earnest ques- 
tion from the Christian standpoint and adds that 
many Jews raise the same question. 

Dr. Cohon points out that the word “reject” does 
not fit. It is not a case that Jesus made a formal bid 
for acceptance and that Jews rejected his offer. What 
did happen was that he was not accepted and Dr. 
Cohon argues that the difference is significant. 

The second point that Dr. Cohon makes in 
answer to the first question is a reminder that 
Jesus made only a slight impression in his own 
lifetime. It was centuries later that he became a 
world-shaking figure. 

In his own day he was probably one of a great 
many nomadic preachers, visiting villages, preaching 
and going on his way. 

Some 300 years later he became a towering per- 
sonality and by this the Jews had lost contact 
with Jesus’ disciples. Christianity took root in Rome 
not in Palestine. 

The obscure Palestine rabbi was transformed 
into the legend of a mighty church, with a theology, 
an authority and a way of life hostile to Jews and 
Judaism. Jews could not accept it and that is one 


answer to the first question. 

Again, Dr. Cohon points out, Jesus ignored 
the Jewish nation at a time when martyrs in 
great numbers were perishing for the preserva- 
tion of the nation. Jesus was not particularly 
interested in civil life, or the present world and 
definitely not in the Jewish nation as such. 

One of the main drives of the Judaism of that 
time was to save the tiny nation from sinking into 
the huge sea of heathen. culture and thus save it 
for the time when the moral teachings of its 
prophets might be given to a more receptive world. 

Again, the claim made for Jesus as the Son of 
God was simply unthinkable from the Jewish point 
of view. Judaism rests on the eternal Rock of the 
One and Only God. On this there could be no com- 
promise. From such a view came the Jewish feeling 
that any claim to being a son of God was blasphemy. 

So much for the history and théology of the 
Jewish attitude toward Jesus on the issue of accept- 
ance. But why do Jews refuse to accept him today? 

From the standpoint of theology, it is as un- 
thinkable now as 2,000 years ago for Jews to 
compromise the rock of his faith: Hear, O Israel, 
the Lord our God, the Lord is one. Orthodox, re- 
form and conservative Jews alike share in a faith 
based on ethical monotheism. 

But if Jews cannot accept Jesus in the historic 
Christian interpretation—and still retain spiritual 
integrity—why cannot they accept him from the 
liberal Christian standpoint as the supreme human 
personality? 

Here there are two things to remember, says Dr. 
Cohon. 

To Christians, Jesus is the symbol of all that

is pure of.heart, sacred, poetic, lovely, gentle, To 
Jews, he is the symbol of cruelty, bitterness, perge. 
cution, blood and tragedy. 

Jews do not hate Jesus. Dr. Cohon says, they 
fear him. Jesus lives in the mind of the Jew as the 
symbol of crusaders slaughtering thousands of Jews 
in his name; of the inquisition and the torture cham, 
bers; of heresy-hunting, expulsions, pogroms, yellow. 
badges, anti-Semitism.

Dr. Cohon says that religious people—Jews and 
Christians alike—do not appreciate the “enormoys 
fact” that religion is not in the churches but in the 
lives of the people who accept it. 

Jews know Jesus not on the basis of what 
the Gospel writers say, and not on the basis of 
what great spirits in Christendom have said or 
are saying today; they know Jesus by the con. 
duct of the Christian community. 

Dr. Cohon points out that the traditional Chrig. 
tian version of the Crucifixion is a throbbing agony 
in Jewish life. It is a poisoned well from which rejj. 
gious Anti-Semitism flows in a never-ending stream, 
The Christian community does not lack for nobje 
men and women in history and in present-day life 
But it has been a persecuting community to the@ews 
and Jesus is its symbol. 

Second, to the liberal Christian, Jesus is centraj 
to his faith. To the liberal Jew, Jesus is one of a 
host of teachers and preachers and martyrs of Jy. 
daism. He is not the unique teacher; he is one of a 
great many teachers. Jewish scholars will not with. 
hold recognition from Jesus as a supremely gifted 
human being who taught mankind many precious 
truths, But they will not make him the central figure 
among the prophets of ancient Israel.

ABORTIONS TO SAVE WOMEN 
FROM NAZI DEATH MORALLY RIGHT

R. GISELLA Perl, who aborted 3,000 women to save them 
D them from the Nazi gas chambers, is much more to be 
censured than praised, or so Time magazine implies. 


The 43-year-old Romanian doctor has been granted permanent 
yesidence in the U.S., Time tells us, on the urging of Rep. Sol Bloom, 
who praised her “simple humanity.” 


Dr. Perl is quoted as saying: “It was the policy of the Nazis 
to immediately put to death all Jewish, Polish, Russian and French 
women who were pregnant, in the gas chambers and in the crema- 
torium. I aborted them to save their lives.” 


But Time, far from convinced, ponders deeply the “moral” im- 
plications” and quotes a New York physician, Dr. David Deutch- 
man, that “there is no rational or moral justification for . 
wholesale slaughter of infants . . . whether it be done by the bru- 
tal Nazis, or by a sentimental and well-meaning female medical 
personality.” 


Let me give Time a simple lesson in arithmetic. Just as one 
plus one must equal two, so there was no if or perhaps about 
this case. Pregnant women were murdered, period. The lady 
saved 3,000 innocent lives and anyone questioning it has for- 
gotten how to count. 


If Time is so hot and bothered about abortion, why didn’t it 
start a crusade for the thousands of babies in America who, once 
conceived, never see the light of day, not because their mothers 
would thereby be spared from a crematorium, not even because 
they are too poor to feed another mouth, but simply because they 


ean’t be bothered.

The Editor's Chair 
(VE WRITTEN quite a bit about 
synagogue attendance, and of 
course I’ve done quite a bit of 
thinking on thematter, but what 
astonishes me is the fact that 
except for exhortatory messages 
I can’t recall more than a hand- 
ful of “think” pieces on the sub- 
ject by rabbis or interested lay- 
men. 

In fact to be accurate, all 
that I can recall at this moment 
is the resolution passed by a 
congregation whose name es- 
capes me that all board mem- 
bers should attend services. I 
recognize that attendance at 
services is not the be all and 
end-all of Judaism. But it cer- 
tainly is a first step that Jews 
must take if they are to retain 
any allegiance to Judaism as 
an organized religion. 

It could be that rabbis are so 
discouraged by now that they 
have given up. Last week I 
dropped into Shaara Tefillah con- 
gregation here for the second 
time in about a month. The first 
time was for Saturday morning 
services and I had a difficult time, 
and this is no kidding, convincing 
Rabbi Katz that I came only to 
pray. First, he asked me if I had 
yahrzeit, When I told him no, 
he just didn’t believe it. He shook 
his head from side to side, and 
asked me why I was there. 

I didn’t have an answer then, 
but when I dropped in for mincha 
and maariv a few weeks later, 
and he wanted to know again if 
I had Yahrzeit, and I told him 
no, and he asked why I was 
there, I had the answer. “Ich bin 
a Yid.” 

That got Rabbi Katz to shak- 
ing his head back and forth again, 
but I never did convince the 
Shammos. He asked me if I had 
yahrzeit. I said no. Later on, he 
came over with a tallis, and asked 
me again. Then when Yahrdeit 
was about to be said, he came 
over to me and told me to get 
up, they were going to say Yahr- 
zeit. On my second trip, he came 
over and started to lead me in 
the words, assuming that, like 
you dear reader, I didn’t know 
my Hebrew. I don’t know today 
if I ever made the Shammos be- 
lieve that I merely came to pray. 

So to get back to my point, I 
thing that our rabbis should be 
coming up with some suggestions 
on synagogue attendance. 

IN THE FIRST place, I think 
every member should be told that 
he is expected to attend services 
Friday evening or Saturday morn- 
ing at least twice a month. New 
members would not be admitted 
unless they agreed. What would 
this do, say if the Reform or 
Conservative .movement adopted 

it. Immediately it would trans- 
form them from a religion of 
convenience to crusading reli- 











gions. It would make members 


realize that there is more obliga- 


tion to being a member of a con- 
gregation than writing out a 
check and then going to the mov- 
ies or the club on Friday night. 


Then here’s another suggestion. 
If I were a rabbi, I’d concentrate 
most of my effort on the female 
half of Judaism. I’d set this as a 
rule: If you play bridge once a 
week, then you should spend an 
equal amount of time in the tem- 
ple. If you play golf, or go to 
the movies once a week, then you 
should spend the same amount of 
time at services, If nothing else, 
this makes the Jewish women 
see how ridiculously she spends 
her time, and if nothing else it 
will give her a few twitches of 
conscience. 


But I think ‘once Judaism hbe- 
gins to take a stand, it. begins 
to earn its own self respect. 
As it is now now, what doth the 
rabbi require of three; and the 
answer is nothing, although the 
business secretary doth require 
of thee that you pay your dues. 


Here is another suggestion. I 
don’t think late Friday night ser- 
vices fit into Jewish tradition. I 
think that like Sunday morning 
services, they were adopted as an 
emergency measure. But why 
not make Friday night services 
such that everyone can attend? 

In Jewish tradition, services 
welcoming the Sabbath are held 
at sundown. The family then 
goes home to a traditional Friday 
evening meal, and then after that 
the family does not go out, This 
is the day of rest. To hell with 
the movies and the card games. 

But you say, Friday night serv- 
ices, although probably not the 
best answer, at least are well at- 
tended and seem to be gaining in 
popularity. They are the sole re- 
maining tie to the synagogue of 
the majority of our members. 


Well, I’m not for doing away 
with Friday night services, I 
merely want to increase attend- 
ance at them, Here is my answer: 
Let the man on his way home 
from work go directly to services. 
Let the wife and children come 
from the home and meet him 
there. After a short service, then 
the family goes home to a quiet 
Friday @vening with nobody to 
entertain them but themselves. 


I also have ideas for building 
up Saturday morning attendance, 
but I’m not giving all my 
thoughts away in one “Chair.” — 

I would like to see the first 
congregation take the step of ad- 
mitting to membership only those 
who promised regular attendance 
at services, and told the present 
membership to abide or get out. 
It would make the rabbi famous, 
and his congregation would “be- 
come a legend in American his- 
tory. There are many new con- 
gregations being organized today. 
Which will be the first te im- 
plement my idea?

Fine Reaction of Press and Radiom And Jews 


EVERAL observations are worth making in 
connection with reactions to the assassina- 
tion of Count Bernadotte, 

One has to do with the very sympathetic 
handling of this explosive story, both by the 
press and radio. Of all the reactions, it turned 
out that the worst came from Ralph Bunche, 
provisional successor to Bernadotte as media- 
tor, who charged the Jewish State with respon- 
sibility and almost instantly withdrew the 
charge. The article in this issue showing the 
reply of the Kentucky Catholic Record to a 
biased reader clearly demonstrates this kind 
understanding of a tragic situation. 

The second comment has to do with the re- 
action of the Jewish community. Fifteen years 


ago, most Jews would have been trembling in 
their boots, figuratively or literally. The grav. 
ity of the act was not minimized yet Jews took 
the news without breaking into hysteria. Only 
Chief Rabbi Brodie of England showed signs 
of losing his courage by issuing a supine ap- 
peal to the world not to blame all Jews for the 
act of the extremists, though there was not the 
slightest indication that the world was blaming 
Jewry.

Publish Those Budgets! 


HE DISSATISFACTION with the secret 
agreements in budget-making first evi- 
denced by the Menorah Journal demand that 
the New York United Jewish Appeal (not the 
national United Jewish Appeal) make public 


- its guarantee commitments to the Joint De- 


fense Appeal (American Jewish Committee and 
the B’nai B'rith Anti-Defamation League), the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, and one or two 
other national groups, is echoed in an editorial 
in The Southern Israelite of Atlanta, Ga. 

Obviously there is much validity to this point 
of view. 

A few years back, there were good and suffi- 
cient reasons why the money spent on fight- 
ing the hatelers should not be broadcast, but 
today, the Joint Defense Appeal makes no 
bones about the fact that it is raising $6,000,000 
to fight anti-semitism in the United States. 

What the Menorah Journal and The Southern 


Israelite are after is an itemized budget so 
that the activities of our national agencies may 
come under the surveillance of the people who 
support it. In the last few years, just such a 
budget—although not totally satisfactory—has 
been forced from the national agencies by the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds. But this budget carries with it the de- 
mand that its contents be not made public. 
It is for the eyes of the executives of our fed- 
erations, the boards, and the aHocation com- 
mittees. = 

The people who give may not see. 

What is needed then is publication of these 
budgets. There is almest nothing in them that 
is not for the eyes of the Jewish public. Cor- 
porations publish their financial reports with- 
out giving away their secrets to competitors. 
There is no reason why our national agencies 
can’t do the same thing. 


From Cradle To The Grave 


ONGREGATION Beth Israel's cradle to 

the grave Institute of Jewish Studies, ap- 
pears to be an interesting experiment,

TO PROBLEM OF DRIFTING U.S. JEWS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Sincere and honest Jews of all 
ranks will have to agree with the 
opinion you expressed in The Edi- 
tor’s Chair the week of August 
20, namely: 


My own feeling about Juda- 
ism in the United States and 
is chances for a healthy survi- 
val is that it will have to change 
its forms, and perhaps even 
radically. At least that’s my 
present opinion.

NO CONCENTRATION CAMPS IN USSR, 
CP OFFICIAL ASSERTS IN PROTEST 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The story in the Sept. 24 issue 
of The National Jewish Post, 
“Cut in Nazi Sadist’s Term Called 
Gift to Russians,” indicates that 
The Post is resorting to the type 
of journalism more usual among 
the enemies of the Jewish peo- 
ple. 

The story was in regard to the 
reduction in the life sentence of 
Ilsa Koch, the woman who used 
the skin of inmates of Dachau 
to make lamp shades. After 
pointing out that the world Com- 
munist press condemned this ac- 
tion, the story went on to say 
that “observers acquainted with 
conditions in Soviet concentra- 
tion camps agreed that the Com- 
munist uproar was purely for 
propaganda purposes but indicat- 
ed regret that the Russians had 
been given the opportunity.” 

In the first place, the cut in 
Frau Koch’s sentence was not “a 
gift to the Russians.” It was a 
gift to all the Nazis,and Fascists 
not only in Germany but in this 
country also. It is part of the 
Marshall Plan of supporting and 
building Fascist, anti-Semitic ele- 
ments all over the world. 

The Post, in order to comply 
with the minimum ethics of jour- 
nalism, should have named the 
“observers” of Soviet concentra- 
tion camps. These “observers” 
most probably would have been 
writers for the Jewish Daily 


Forward of ill-repute, or could 
they have been some of the dis- 
credited, reactionary anti-Semitic 
elements who have fled from 
democracy in their own lands? 

I deny that there are any So- 
viet concentration camps and no 
proof has ever been produced 
that there are any. It seems to 
me that a Jewish newspaper, in 
order to serve the needs of the 
Jewish people, should print the 
truth about a country which 
sacrificed so many of her people 
to defeat Nazism and to whom 
the few Jews left in Europe owe 
their existence.

TO U. S. JEWISH PATTERNS, SAYS HE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Please refer to your editorial 
Aug. 27 re. refugee rabbis in the 
Reform pulpits. Dr. Prinz is NOT 
a reform rabbi. He is with a con- 
servative congregation in New 
ark (Hungarian). This congre- 
gation never had a seminary rab- 
bi. ‘ 

In the reform pulpit, you find 
Rabbi Max Nussbaum in Holly- 
wood, also a rabbi like Prinz. 
Rabbi I. Gruen is the reform rab- 
bi in Newcastle, Pa.; and a few 
other rabbis are in smaller pul- 
pits (ike M. Swarensky in Mad- 
ison, Wis.) . 

I know of only one refugeé rab- 
bi in Hillel work at the Univer- 
sity of Indiana. I have personal 
knowledge of refugee rabbis re- 
fusing to adjust themselves to 
conditions here. They do _ not 
study American phonetics and 
speech to enable them to show 
their ability. Their sermons are 


in Germanized English (they 
think in German!) top heavy and 
uninteresting. Here they do not 
understand the meaning of the 
word ‘pastor’ and the value of 
pastoral work. This does not ap- 
ply to all of them but scholarship 
alone does not make a rabbi. 

I tried my best to open the eyes 
of some but they think that the 
community must serve them. 
There are exceptions, such as Dr, 
Frank Rosenthal now at Jackson, 
Mich. (formerly of Winston-Sa- 
lem, N. C. ete) and the same 
holds good in conservative pul- 
pits. 

I grant you it is a difficult task 
but it must be done. But the refu- 
gee rabbis must be willing to 
make the best of the situation 
they are in. Most of these rabbis 
will have to serve in smailer pul- 
pits.

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Only Sternists Held Responsible 
By Non-Jews In Bernadotte Murder But 


British Chief Rabbi Begs World 
Not To Blame All Jews For Crime 


LONDON—The first suggestion that all Jews might be held 
responsible for the assassination of Count Bernadotte, the United 
Nations Palestine mediator, came this week, not from a non-Jewish 
spokesman, but from the chief rabbi of Great Britain. 

Dr. Israel Brodie appealed to the civilized world in a letter 
to the Times of London for “sympathy for the Jewish people.” 
He expressed the fear that some persons might succumb to the 
“fatal temptation of condemning a community for the crime of 
an individual.” 

At the same time, the senior rabbi of the wealthiest congrega- 
tion in London, Dr. Harold Reinhart, urged U. S. Zionist and Jewish 
relief organizations to withhold funds from needy Jews as a tech- 
nique of curbing “nationalism” which he argued was the under- 
lying cause of the assassination. 

Dr. Reinhart said “there is in American Zionist propaganda a 
pursuit of aggressive nationalism which requires severe chastening.” 

Similar fears were expressed in another letter to the Times by 
Victor Gollancz, noted Jewish publisher and author. He said the 
group responsible for the murder had represented at the most “one 
in 8,000 Jews.” ; 

It was noted that all but two of the hundreds of spokesmen for 
nations and organizations have heaped their condemnation for the 
assassination on the ultra-terrorist splinter group of the Stern gang 
which has admitted the murders, 

The two exceptions were Dr. Ralph Bunche, provisional suc- 
cessor to Bernadotte as mediator, and Dr. Jose Arce, Argentine 
representative to the United Nations. 

Bunche and Arce did not intimate any world-wide Jewish re- 
sponsibility for the assassination, blaming the State of Israel. Dr. 
Bunche subsequently withdrew the charge in a formal apology to 
the Israel Government, insisting he had not meant to make any 
general charge against the Jewish State. 





TEL AVIV, Israel—An Israeli editor and pub- 
licist has asserted that the World Jewish Cong- 
ress has reached a stage where its “shortcom- 
ings exceed its assets” and it should go out of 
existence, it was learned this week. 

Eliazar Liebenstein, in a recent article in 
the Israeli labor paper, Davar, outlined one 
view of Israel sentiment toward the World 
Jewish Congress. 

He listed as the Congress functions (1) 
working to protect minority rights for 
Jews in specific countries; (2) the effort 
to attain equal rights in these and other 
countries and (3) dealing with basic relief 
problems, ; 

He said major changes that have taken place 
in the status of Israel in the last few years 
required that the World Jewish Congress be 
studied to learn whether it still has a reason 
for existence, 

He said that the Congress position was 
one of debatable usefulness in the first two 
of the functions and that it had conflicted 
with the work of the Zionist movement in 
emigration to Israel and aid to Israel, and 
with that of the Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee in basic relief work. 

Liebenstein agreed that some serious action ° 
will have to be taken on behalf of Jews in 
oriental lands but that it would be “necessary 
to use a more solid and constructive apparatus 
than the World Jewish Congress can provide.” 

“For though it is occasionally possible to 
make a minor reform somewhere, however, for 
the purpose of such sporadic functions it is 
sufficient to have a simple liaison office of the 
Jewish Organizations in larger countries of

the Diaspora, without the cumbersome formal- 
ities of conferences, executive committee ses- 
sions, regional branches, high-sounding politi- 
cal declarations and grandiloquent eloquence,” 
he said. 

Liebenstein said that in several countries the 
Congress did stimulate the raising of funds for 
Israel and Biro-Bidjan, the autonomous Jew- 
ish Republic of Russia, and “it had some asso- 
ciation with the strengthening and rebuilding 
of the Jewish community of Poland.” 

However, he asserted, in such work “it 
eollided with basic existing organizations 
authorized and particularly equipped for 
those tasks: the Zionist Organization in 
matters of Aliyah (immigration to Pales- 
tine) and Palestine, the JDC in the matters 
of relief for devastated areas.” 

He said that the functions of the Congress, 
measured by performance in the past 12 years, 
no longer come under the heading of functions; 
that other institutions are available to do them 
better; and that they do not require the “elabo. 
rate” machinery of the Congress. 

He said a second charge of detrimental 
activity against the Congress was that in its 
public debates it violated the “solemn ob- 
ligation” of all Jewish representatives “to 
refrain from making unnecessary and un- 
dignified public demonstrations.” 

He asserted that “every superfluous platform 
for polemics and debates on international prob- 
lems thus becomes detrimental and the con- 
ference of the World Jewish Congress proves 
that regardless of who emerged ‘victorious’ 
at the Montreaux conference—the Jewish na- 
tion surely came out the losers.”

PEAKING of New Year, I re- 

member distinctly a certain 
New Year morning—that is to 
say, the morning of January 1, 
1933. A discreet citizen who 
ynows when he has had enough 
of celebrating, I had gone to bed 
at midnight. (Maybe it wasn’t 
jiscretion So much as that tired 
feeling that takes hold of a man 
at midnight in his middle age). 


anyway, I was deep in dreams © 


that contained no poetic signif- 
jeance at all. Probably I was 
dreaming my favorite dream: 
Time and again I have found my- 
gelf downtown without my shoes 
on and, at the moment of most 
devastating embarrassment, I 
wake up, thank God. 
® 

THAT MORNING I was awak- 
ened by a crash as of the whole 
world collapsing. I was happy to 
fnd that the world hadn’t fallen 
apart. (It was 12 years before the 
inauguration of the Atomic Age 
_an innocent time when reason, 
had I been in a condition to con- 
guilt reason, should have told 
me that the world would stand in- 
tact). I looked at the clock; it 
was 3 a, m. I heard loud voices 
on the main highway around the 
corner from the quiet street on 
which I lived, Hastily I dressed, 
and shortly was in the street, 
joking upon a scene which has 
made me a careful, sober driver 
ever since. 

An automobile lay on its top, 
wheels up. Underneath one of 
our younger citizens was pin- 
ned, Weaving drunkenly, this 
way and that at high speed, 
he had gone head-on into a 
street car. It developed later 
that he had been celebrating 
the advent of the year 1933 in 
the grill room of one of the ho- 
tels and had rejoiced too fully, 
you might say. There had been 
a big crowd around the tables 
at the hotel and all had public- 
ly acknowledged in song that 
they were all good fellows to- 
gether, I mention the deplor- 
able incident of 15 years ago 
because Rosh Hashonah is at 
hand and because I like much 
better the Jewish way of cele- 
brating new year’s. 

Let us consider, at this season, 
one whom we may as well call 
Mr, Zilch. Mr. Zilch is in the dry 
deaning business, or maybe he 
has a shoe cobbling shop, or, then 
again, he may be a big industrial- 
ist, a doctor or a window clean- 
er or a columnist. As the Jewish 
year 5709 approaches, Mr. Zilch 
gets conscious of religious feel- 
ings. Religion hasn’t been any too 
heavy on Mr. Zilch’s mind and 
heart all through the past year, 
which is to say that Mr. Zilch is 
like most people. 

Not that he has been an irre- 
ligious person with no thought of 
Gol and duty. He has been decent 
in all the ethical requirements of 
his Jewish upbringing. He has 
tried to be just in his dealings 
and to be kind. He likes to say 
that’s about as much as any re- 
ligion can require of a man, made 
ashe is of common clay and 
weak,

NOW AS THE YEAR 5709 rolls 
around, Mr. Zilch isn’t calling up 
the hotel to make reservations 
for a party. It seems he belongs 
© a peculiar people who regard 
anew year as a moment for sol- 
‘mn pausing and looking around 
and looking inwardly. It’s a new 
year and what’s he going to do 
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about it? In what has he failed 
in the year ending and what is 
he going to make of the year to 
come? 

‘What’s this life anyway? Is 
it just window-cleaning, or be- 
ing a big manufacturer, or a 
shoe cobbler, a dry cleaner, or 
a columnist? What's he here 
for? And what’s to be done with 
his life to justify his being 
here?’ 


Mr. Zilch becomes a philosoph- 
er for the moment of the New 
Year 5709. He closes his cobbler’s 
shop or leaves off window-clean- 
ing; the suits in his dry cleaning 
place can wait; the office of his in- 
dustry knows him not, he puts his 
column away. Mr. Zilch goes to 
talk it over with God. 

You might say he looks like a 
grand individual as he repairs to- 
ward the synagogue, under his 
arm, the book from which he will 
speak to God this New Year day. 
A gentleman of stately dignity 
on his way to speak to God about 
the way of his life. 

He will be saying: “My God, 
the soul which thou hast given 
unto me came pure from Thee. 
Thou hast created it ... Lord of 
all the worlds! Many of our 
works are in vain and our days 
Pass away like a shadow. Our 
life would be altogether vanity, 
were it not for the soul which, 
fashioned in Thine image, gives 
us assurance of a higher destiny 
. . « Help us, O our God, to ban- 
ish from our hearts all pride and 
vainglory, all confidence in world- 
ly possessions, all’ self-sufficient 
leaning upon our own reason.” 

With these words Mr. Zilch 
speaks to God on the New Year 
day. Some people may object 
that I am making too much of 
a saintly personage of Mr.

I wish him bright 
vision to detect all his faults and 
sharp ears to hear what God says 
to him and wisdom and honesty 
enough to do something about it 
in the coming year. It really 
makes no sense to be a philoso- 
pher on Rosh Hashonah and the 
same old damfoo! the rest of the 
year. 

I am happy to report that the 
young gentleman I found under 
the auto the morning of January 
1, 1933, fully recovered from his 
grave injuries and, I hope, has 
come around to a more civilized 
way of celebrating new year.

UN Holds Service

LAKE SUCCESS—The United 
Nations held a memorial service 
here last week for Count Folke 
Bernadotte and seyen other UN 
representatives who were killed 
on duty in Palestine. 

Some 500 fellow-members of 
the UN Secretariat filed into the 
Security Council chamber for the 
ceremony conducted by Benjamin 
Cohen, assistant secretary gener- 
al in charge of public informa- 
tion. 

“Death had a rendezvous with 
him on a Palestine road under 
the sun that scorched the blood- 
soaked land; he went like a sol- 
dier to receive her embrace, un- 
afraid and conscious of his great 
mission,” Cohen said. 

Four nations—Sweden, France, 
Norway, and the United States— 
were represented by those whose 
memories were honored. Four 
were slain by Arabs, two were 
killed when their jeep hit a mine.

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THE GOOD AND THE BAD 
IN SOME NEW JEWISH BOOKS

ORACE did not know what he was doing to the Yiddish lan- 

guage. Horace, a famous Roman poet, wrote an ode to his 
benefactor, Maecenas, the patron of literature, From Maecenas 
you get metzenat. Louis LaMed (watch the correct spelling—the 
double capital L!) is a metzenant—the Yiddish-American style. A 
million dollars worth of publicity for pennies, with Shin Niger as 
the chief publicity man. S, Niger, reputed to be the great Yiddish 
literary critic, is also the greatest master in Yiddish of nebulous 
obfuscation. 

Melech Grafstein rolls his own. Melech Grafstein, my landsman 
from Canada, has just published (in English) a ten-dollar book 
which looks like a farmer’s almanac entitled “Melech Grafstein’s 
Sholom Aleichem Panorama.” 414 ledger-size pages. Theré is 
plenty of Grafstein in ‘the book—why not? It cost him 28,000 
smackers (in Canadian currency) to produce it and he won’t see 
much of it back. But if you have ten bucks to throw out, buy 
the book. You’ll get half your money’s worth in the pictures, It 
is the best collection of pictures from Jewish life and illustrations 
to Sholom Aleichem’s stories I have ever seen. You can cut out 
the pictures you like and paste them on your wall. Besides, there 
are in the book some good stories from Sholom Aleichem, You'll 
easily get five dollars’ worth of laugh out of Isidore Goldstick’s 
translations of some of Sholom Aleichem’s masterpieces in the 
book. I don’t know how good the other translations are, IT haven't 
read them yet. 








FIVE AND FIVE MAKE TEN. Yet the book isn’t worth ten 
dollars. That’s because there is too much in the book for which 
the publisher ought to pay his readers. 

For $1.50 you can get a lovely looking little book of Sholom 
Aleichem’ “Inside Kasrilevke,” also translated by Isidore Goldstick. 
Gpldstick, Dr. Goldstick, is head of the Modern Languages Depart- 
ment at the London (Ontario) Collegiate Institute, residing in the 
same city as Melech Grafstein. For years Goldstick has been work- 
ing on translations from Yiddish and has especially excelled in his 
English renderings of Yehoash’s poetry. His translations of Sholom 
Aleichem are good, and you laugh yourself sick. 

“Inside Kasrilevka” is published by the Schocken Books and 
is one of the Schocken Library books. To be sure, anything 
put eut by Schocken looks good, is well edited and contains no 
extraneous material. But one wishes they had selected some 
ot the stories of more lasting value that Sholom Aleichem left 
behind him, 

Salmann Schocken is the greatest living Jewish maecenas. 
But I am not here writing an exhaustive essay on Schocken or a 
review of the books he published. However, I must advise you, 
if you like Jewish fiction, don’t miss the little book by Yitzhak 
Shenberg (translated from Hebrew) “Under the Fig Tree,” depicting 
life in modern Palestine, and another little book by Isaac Babel 
{translated from Russian), “Benya Krik, the Gangster,” stories 
of the Odessa Jewish underworld. 


THERE WAS ONE JEWISH maecenas who was a real saint. 
That was Abraham Joseph Stybel, whose second death anniversary 
took place the other day. Stybel loved literature and especially 
Hebrew literature with the passion of a lover. He respected He- 
brew writers for their talent and stood from some of them a lot 
of nonsense for the sake of their contributions. He gave lavishly, 
even when he lost his fortune. He had real humility and finesse 
of, character rare in men with lesser prominence. He loved and 
hated people for what they were and not for what they meant to 
his fame, 

Last year and this year, his widow who is devoted to his me- 
mory as the two were always devoted to each other, had a group 
of Stybel’s friends at his house. The evening prayer and the Kad- 
dish were recited and, under the chairmanship of Dr, Max Raisin 
of Patterson, N. J., several people, in a few simple and heartfelt 
words, paid tribute to the deceased. 

Among the distinguished company, all of whom were elose 
friends of the Stybels, there was one guest of honor who had just 
eome from Tel-Aviv, That was Jacob Cohen, one of the leading 
poets of the period of the greatest flowering of Hebrew poetry. 
Luba Gurdus was also there, a sister-in-law of the Stybels. Her 

, paintings and etchings of the ghettos and the gas-chambers and 
of Israel, now on exhibition, won great acclaim. 

I don’t know enough about art to discuss Luba Gurdus’ work 
with authority, But I was much impressed by it. 

I know more about Jacob Cohen’s poetry. But I shall have 
to leave that subject for another occasion.

AS UN TRUCE CRUMBLES 


JERUSALEM—tThe slow but steady crumbling of the United 
Nations second truce was marked this week by the murder of four 
passengers in an unarmed Israeli convoy and the first Arab attack 
on the secondary Tel Aviv-Jerusalem route, known | as } the Burma 


Road. 

The four passengers, including 
a U. S. civil engineer, John 
Lewis of Philadelphia, were slain 
at Latrun, half way between Je- 
rusalem and Tel Aviv, when the 
convoy, traveling under a United 
Nations flag, was ambushed. 

The other vehicles escaped 
safely, but those in the trapped 
car jumped for a ditch where 

Arab Legion riflemen walked 

up and shot them in cold blood. 

Arab guns in the same area 
stopped Israeli traffic on the leg- 
endary by-pass carved out by Is- 
raeli engineers during the second 
phase of the fighting. Foreign 
correspondents called it the Bur- 
ma road, Israeli batteries fought 
a sharp duel with the Arab ar- 
tillery but traffic was stopped. 

Fight Near Lydda 

Fighting flared elsewhere dur- 
ing the week. Israeli spokesmen 
said Arabs attacked east of Lyd- 
da airport and spoke of “recap- 
turing” positions, indicating a 
fairly extensive skirmish. 

Another attack, this one by 
Egyptians northeast of Jerusa- 
lem,evoked a brief fight with the 
Arabs hurled back to their orig- 
inal positions. 

Coordination Slight 

Politically, there was little co- 
ordination in UN control. Dr. 
Ralph Bunche, provisional media- 
tor, sent a note both to Tel Aviv 
and Amman, capital of Transjor- 
dan, warning both sides imparti- 
ally to halt fighting immediately. 

But Gen. William Riley, 
American UN truce observer, 
flatly charged Arab Legionn- 
aires with responsibility for 
the ambush of the unarmed 
Jewish convoy at Latrun and 
the murder of the four passen- 
gers, 

Riley called it a “massacre” 
and a “most serious breach of the 
peace.” The Israeli government 
said a long series of complaints of 
Arab truce violations has been 
given to the Truce Commission.

ris, to take over control of the 
struggle, a battle which UN ob.

eight weeks. 

Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin, long-time foe of Jewish 
aspirations in Palestine, spoke 
personally, as did Marshall, at 
the opening sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, for prompt ap. 
proval of Bernadotte’s propos- 
als. 

The Arab states had already 
announced their opposition to any 
Jewish state, but this was regard. 
ed as a strategy move. Moham 
med Khan, Pakistan delegate to 
the UN, expressed that all-Mog- 
lem stafe’s position for the first 
time. He said Pakistan would 
never accept a Jewish state,
